Let us hope the stage—an -institu- 
efion which found ite establishment ;in 
Eschylus, 400 years B. C.—is not a 
recreant, and let us ‘trust we shall ever 
with justice be able to disprove any allega- 
tion te the contrary. The philosophy of 
ithe stage is-on a firm a basis as was that of 
the father of its ‘ moral’ kind, Socrates. 

Lately; itwwas the<dbject.of the Rev. Mr. 
Best, and some other small ones, to raise 
an. outcry against the stage, and pronounce 
vit.an entry in the Domesday Book. But 
vvery recently it has flashed with magnetic 
force upon the theological Lion of oar 
vtimes—Mr. Spurgeon, and he has been met 
with a disproval by the respected editor of 
this professional journal, else we should not 
shave sheld our hawd thus long, but have

Spurgeon’s is full of ignorance, prejudice, 
and exceeding discontent. .Our rreaders 
are, doubtless, aware, that awe :had .a few 
words of regret and-commiendation to say 
upon Mr. Charles Mathews’s farewell of 
England when jhe .started for the West, 
and we ‘have «no doubt that they have 


jdeard likewise, that the Bank in which he 
i!ledged his earnings at New ‘York subse- 


quently broke, and beggared him of his 
ready American cash. Wath mach regret 
hit was that we heard this, and we have no 
doubt it was the same with our readers. 
We have since ‘had it announced that 
Mr. Charles Mathews has addressed his 
audience, furnishing them with most 
excellent advice, and a very—for we will 
say it—moral anecdote, in which there 
was the true philesophy .of the stage 
exemplified. He had -been playing at 
. Boston, and with his usual -liglt-hearied- 
ness, under peculiar adversiiies, said : — 


“ T am somewhat unlucky in timing my 


visits te America. In:1838, some nineteen 
years ago, I first.¢rossed the Atlantic, aud 
pped upon a .peeuniary crisis in New 
ork; and now jn 1857 I have had, the 
luck;to.pop.ypon another. It .segms .as if 
my presence were doomed to. bring a pric 
witht (great langhter),;/bat J am hap y 
' ofind at any-ratethat it has not-had t 
| effect of frightening you out of the theatre. 
| (Laughter and 5 grr lndeed, Jadigs 
and gentlemen, | think the best. you cap 
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do is to come into it as often as possible, 
and to divert your mind for an hour or 
tvo from the cares of real life. In times 
of difficulty, so far from its bemg an 
expensive luxury, the theatre is about the 
cheapest mode you can adopt of passing 
your leisure moments (lauzhter). During 
one of our hardest winters in London a 
poor man was observed almost every night, 
to the surprise of the money taker, paying 
his 3d. to the gallery of the Surrey 
Theatre.* At last, out of curiasity, he 
got into conversation with him. ‘ How is 
it,’ said he ‘ that you, who appear to be a 
very poor man, can afford to come and 
pay your money here night afier night, 
when one would think you had barely 
enough to keep life and soul together at 
home ?’—* That’s it,’ said he. ‘I come 
here out of economy (laughter). It’s the 
cherpest way I can spend my evening. 
At home t must burn fire and candle, and 
have something to eat and drink for myself 
and friend, and at an expense of Qs. or 3s. 
at the least; while here I get warmed, 
lighted, lodged, and amused, with plenty 
of good company around me, and ail for 
3d.’ There was philosophy in this, lidies 
and gentlem n, and I recommend it to 
your serious consideration.” (Much 
laughter ) 

How peculiarly happy, even under 
adyerse circumstances, must be the mind 
of such a man! After exercising the 
labours of his genius and his fine mind in 
a far country, he Joses his earnings, in the 
desire to deposit it safely, and weeps not, 
but away he is, with the lightest of hearts, 
from New York, to Boston, and then off 
again somewhere else. 

Now we defy the ability of Mr. Spurgeon 
to persuade us that this man, this comedian, 
Mr. Charles Mathews, is a bad man, 
because simply he is an actor—because 
per se the stage is his profession, precisely 
the same as theology is Mr. Spurgeon’s—
